Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
inventions described in the related prior art, and specifically the invention in U.S. Patent No. 
6,226,776 to Panchul et al.. the improvement comprising a system and method for configuring a 
device to perform a measurement function, wherein: a graphical program, which includes a 
block diagram, is created to implement a measurement function; a hardware description based 
on the block diagram is generated for describing a hardware implementation of the block 
diagram; a programmable hardware element in the device is configured with the hardware 
description to produce a configured hardware element which implements a hardware 
implementation of the block diagram; the device acquires a signal from an external source; and 
the configured hardware element in the device executes a measurement function on the signal. 
This patentable distinction is included in each of the independent claims 1 , 35, 36. 65, 72, 100 
and 126. The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or 
render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible <configured hardware element which 
implements a hardware implementation of a block diagram to execute a measurement function 
on an acquired signal> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification 
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and equivalents thereof at least at page 1 3, line 2 through page 51 , line 1 5. and Figures 1 -1 9. In 
view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the 
prior art.
